WASHINGTON, Sept. 27—(AP)—Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur has been authorized to send United Nations troops into 
North Korea if necessary as a military measure to destroy the 
power of the fleeing North Korean army. 

This was reported Wednesday by responsible informants 
who said, however, that the longer range political question of 
establishing order in North Korea and occupying that area 
of the peninsula must be decided by the United Nations.

The primary task of the United 
States today is the same as it has 


Russians and the Chinese Com- 
munists from intervening with 


their troops in any part of Korea. 


If they intervene, they will risk 
a general war, and if they inter- 
vene successfully and cut Kovea 
in two once more, the chances ‘of 
reconstructing a free and inde- 
pendent Korea will be remote. 


Perhaps the only thing that 
could induce the Russians or the 
Chinese Communists to intervene 
at this late stage in the battle 
would be the fear that the United 
States intended to create a mili- 
tary base in Korea, close te the 
Manchurian and Soviet borders. 
There need be no such fear; how- 
ever. The U. S. and the UN have 
no such intention. On the con- 
trary, the policy of thei United 
States—if the Russians or the Chi- 
nese Reds do not intervene—will 
be to withdraw as many troops 
as possible from Korea as soon as 
possible after the fightipg stops. 

Asst. Sec. of State Dean Rusk 
has said publicly that the United 
States did not intend to establish 
a military base in Korea, but the 
Russians and their allies are still 
talking privately as if there was 


still doubt.

A total of 623,000 nonfarm job

$10,368 to finance study of the 
causes of occasional adverse re- 
actions in syphiletic patients who 
are treated with penicillin. 

Dr. Stephen Gray, of Emory, 
wag awarded $5,805 to study the 
effects of high gravitational en- 
vironment on cell and tissue 
growth. 

Dr. Paul B. Beeson, Associate 
Dean of the Medical School, was 
allocated $5,685, for research on 
leptospiral meningitis. 

Dr. Robert S. Ingels, of Geor- 
gia Tech, will receive a $9,234.- 
grant for study of “the activa- 
tion of chlorine with simple or- 
ganic materials with plankton 
origin which are found in water, 
with particular reference to taste 
produced.” 


Dr. George H. Boyd, of the 
University -of Georgia, will re- 
ceive $6,480 for the continued 
study of the reproductive activity 
of the Avian malaria parasite “in 
certain susceptible and relatively 
nonsusceptible hosts and in cul- 
ture.”

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Will We Lose the Peace Again? 


The good news that Communist defenses 
are crumbling before onslaughts by United 
Nations troops in Korea is offset to a 
disturbing degree by the failure of any 
decision on what our troops will do when 
the thirty-eighth parallel is reached. 

We now are perilously close to the di- 
viding line which separates North. Korea 
from the Republic of South Korea. A de- 
cision must be reached quickly. If the Ko- 
rean War is to serve the ends of peace, 
and if the\UN is to solidify and extend the 
authority it has won by intervention, UN 
troops must be ordered to take North Ko- 
rea preparatory to the holding.of free elec- 
tions under UN supervision. 

Stopping at the thirty-eighth parallel 
will merely re-establish the division of the 
country and pave the way for a repetition 
of the Communist invasion at some future 
date. The war will have been in vain. 

The UN acted with admirable speed in 
dealing with the invasion three months 
ago. It was, many believe, an action which 
saved the organization from admitted fail- 


Is the People’s 


Interest Being Protected? 


Were Fulton County Commissioners— 
or a majority of them—really interested in 
knowing how much timber was involved 
in the sale on Sept. 18 without competi- 
tive bidding? 

The public has been asking that ques- 
tion since the sale was made public. It 
gains emphasis now with the disclosure 
that the State Forestry Department offered 
to take a sample survey which would have 
served as a guide to good cutting practice. 
The offer was not accepted. 

It is true, as Land Agent Charlie Boyn- 
ton said, that the State offer would have 
covered only about 150 acres of the 2,500- 
acre timberland tract. And while it would 
not have provided an accurate measure 
of the timber available for cutting, it would 


at least have been a gesture of good faith 


in protecting the people's interest. 

Renewed criticism also is being directed 
at Commissioners for the sale last July of 
a 43-acre land tract without competitive 
bids. A Negro contractor indicated he 
would have been interested in the plot had 
he known it was for sale and would have 
offered more than the $26,500, which was 
paid, | 

Commissioners at least ought to offer 
some explanation. Or do they think that 
silence is the best means of persuading 
the people to forget?

Unto These Hills 
Of Georgia, Too 


A group of Georgia leaders will meet 
at Emory University tonight to discuss a 
vital subject: “Rescuing Georgia's Dormant 
Historical Resources.” 

Dr. J. C. Ward, dean at Emory, will act 
as moderator for a panel including Dr. 
Goodrich C. White, president of Emory; Dr. 
Guy Wells, president of Georgia State Col- 
lege for Women; Milton Fleetwood, Car- 
tersville editor and president of the Geor- 
gia Society for Historical Research, and Dr. 
Spright Dowell, president of Mercer Uni- 
versity. 

Other interested citizens will attend the 
session, a dinner meeting sponsored by the 
Georgia Educational Exchange, to jom in

The subject for the evening suggests 
that Georgians have been asleep in not de- 
veloping historic sites as tourist attrac- 
tions.

It is 
doubtful she would risk world war by 
sending her own or Chinese Communist 
troops to attempt to repel an action by 
UN forces. 
We are winning the war, but are in 
danger of losing the peace.

Sen. Tom Connally, Chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, has 
spoken pretty plainly to Western Europe.

They have accepted an principle 
the rearmament of West Germany, but de- 
tails still are far from being completed and 
final agreement may be weeks or months 
away. France is still reluctant. 


Sen. Connally’s warning was timely. 
Whether or not it expresses the official 
view of the Government, it is the senti- 
ment of a great many of our people who, 
realizing the utmost importance of West- 
ern Europe to our own freedoms, are dis- 
turbed over the lack of progress toward 
effective defense. :

State Control Hurts 


Dairy Farmers 


A young man, apparently in his early 20s, was 
testifying at a milk hearing in the Commissioner 
of Agriculture's office. He was operating a small 

dairy. He seemed to be the type of young man that Georgia needs 
to encourage—a youth putting his career into the farm. Instead 
of receiving encouragement this day, however, the young man was 
facing the threat of imprisonment or fine for violating a law which 
he didn’t know existed. 


“You are charged with operating a dairy without a license,” 
Commissioner Linder told the youth. 


“That is not true,” replied the young dairyman. 
license. It is tacked on my barn.” 


“He doesn’t have a license from our office,” the State Veteri- 
narian injected. 


“I have licenses tacked all over my barn,” said the puzzled 
youth. “I have city and county and State licenses. What other 
kind of license is there? All kinds of inspectors have visited my 
dairy and looked at my cows and equipment, and they have never 
said anything to me about not having a license.”

Quandary Then the young man, who is more of a farmer 
| “than he is a student of the many rules and regula- 
tions set up by the various State and local agencies, learned that 
a license from the State Milk Control Board is not the only State 
license he needs to do business. He also must possess a license 
from the State Department of Agriculture. 


This youth’s confusion is typical of the quandary in which all 
Georgia dairy farmers find themselves today as the result of the 
milk business being regulated by so many agencies. They must 
be inspected by health agents, by Milk Board agents, by State 
Department of Agriculture agents, and by city and county agents. 
They must have a license from this, that and the other agency in 
order to carry on their business. 


The Legislature may be asked in January to place the responsi- 
bility of the milk regulations in one central State agency and re- 
quire only one State license. Frank Neely in retiring as chairman 
of the State Department of Commerce called for a streamlining 
of the laws governing the milk business so that conflicting author- 
ity of the various agencies could be eliminated. The State Govern- 
ment's red tape is doing as much as anything else to strangle the. 
dairy business. 

The continuous fight over milk shows the need for one capable 
leader or department to take it over and be responsible. 


Double Price For instance,.the State Milk Control Board 

set a double-price standard for milk during 
the Summer. Distributors would pay a farmer $5.60 per hundred- 
weight for milk which was needed. They would pay the farmer 
only $3 per hundredweight for milk which they didn’t need. They 
called this the “regular” milk and the “surplus” milk—but it was 
the same grade of milk. The theory behind the Milk Board’s plan— 
and it was a good plan—was to discourage farmers from over- 
producing milk in the Summer months and to produce more milk 
in the Winter months. This plan did much to level off. milk pro- 
duction on a year-round basis. 

But Sen. J. K. Zeliner, of Forsyth, reported that farmers were 
being robbed. Some distributors were creating false “surpluses.” 
They were mixing. powders in buttermilk, chocolate milks and 
other milk products, and they were buying cheap out-of-State 
milk. Thus stretching their supply of Georgia milk with inferior 
mixtures, they would refuse to pay the Georgia farmer $5.60 for 
his best milk. They had a “surplus,” they said, so they paid him 
only $3. The Georgia Legislature passed the Zellner bill requir- 
ing the use of Grade-A milk in fluid milk products. Commissioner 
Linder set out to enforce this law. He also decided that no other 
State produces milk which will meet the Georgia standards, so he 
is virtually putting an embargo on out-ef-State milk. ° 

There was good reason for the double-price standard to encour- 
age year-round production. There is good reason to believe that 
some distributors took advantage of this and robbed the farmers. 
Georgia needs someone who will protect the farmers from manipu- 
lations of a false surplus and who, at the same time, will protect 
the consumer against a milk shortage caused by a ‘flat refusal to 
permit good milk to enter the State. .

A New York Times study of the manpower 
situation in the nation reveals there is a serious 
shortage of skilled labor. The survey, published 
this week, says: 


“Reports from major factory centers indicate 
reserves of skilled labor virtualiy non-existent, 
even though the volume of production for the 
armed forees is still microscopic. 

“Labor ‘piracy’ is beginning to crop up as 
manufacturers try to win workers away from 
other companies by offering higher wages or 
other benefits. 


“Reports of such activities are infrequent, 
but the fear that they will beceme more 
widespread is at the reot of the voluntary 
wage increases being offered in many in- 
dustries. 


“With billions of dollars in military contracts 
scheduled for issuance soon after the first of 
the year, employers, labor unions and govern- 
ment agencies are all giving thought of ways of 
insuring a dependable flow of workers in es- 
sential industries.” 


A factor in the labor supply, of course, Is 
the extent to which civilian manufacturing will 
be replaced by military. Georgia's industry 
largely is of a type which can operate inter- 
changeably on military and civilian products. 
Textiles, the largest employer in Georgia, can 
so operate, turning out fabric both for uniforms 
and frocks. » 


If new manufacturing exclusively military is 
injected into the State's economy workers will 
have to be added by the thousands. For instance, 
in June, 1944, there were 57,000 persons employed 
in aircraft and shipbuilding in Georgia. Also, 
there were 10,000 working in ordnance manu- 
facture. 

During the war Georgia's peak employment

in manufacturing—a segment only of that em- 
ployment classified as nonagricultural—was ap- 
proximately 300,000. In August this year there 
were 287,500 in manufacturing employment. 

Georgia's gains in employment in August were 
the greatest one-month jump in history. Com- 
missioner Huijet attributes the hike to the de- 
mands of an accelerated civilian economy, plus 
some government contracts, and seasonal em- 
ployment (canning, packing, etc.). The sudden 
impact of this working spurt is shown in the 
fact there were more than 20,000 persons draw- 
ing unemployment compensation in July as com- 
pared with 9,800 at the end of August. 


Robert C: Goodwin, Director of the Fed- 
eral Bureau eof Empleyment Security, es- 
timates we are within 5,000,000 of our maxi- 
mum potential of men and women for both 
industry and the Armed Forces. Including 
the 1,500,000 in military service, he puts the 
labor force at 66,200,000. 


The New York Times story says “to this num- 
ber could be added about 1,500,000 workers from 
those now out of work. The rest would tome 
from among women, young men entering the 
labor force and older workers returning to the 
labor force. The availability of women and el- 
derly persons is reduced, however, by the fact 
that a larger proportion in both groups is now 
employed than at the outbreak of World War II. 


“Moreover, the high birth rate after the war 
will keep many young mothers who worked in 
the last war from coming to work this time. In- 
creased pension protection for older workers 
may also make it somewhat harder to get retired 
mechanics back into the plants.” 

With no Bell Bomber plants running, with 
shipyard activity far from the frenzy’ of World 
War II, and employment at a record high re- 
gardiess, it is apparent a mobilized economy 
will bring to Georgia the greatest industrial hum 
of its history, with thousands of new workers 
in the labor force.

rest of us, came from Sen. 
eign Relations Committee. 

Sen. Tawm, the only Senator who looks like 
a Senator, called in his friends of the press to 
make his annual report on work accomplished. 
The committee having labored long and fruit- 
fully, the good humor of the Senator glowed like 
the six golden studs down his white shirt front. 
His shaggy white hair curled over the back of his 
collar; his black bow tie looked like it was new 
for the occasion, and the only thing that seemed 
to be bothering him was his cigar.

-ample, the way Mr. Malik grabbed at the first 
straw offered. 


This was the visit of a delegation from the 
Maryland Committee for Peace, with its tailor- 
made quegtionnaire. In prompt and easy “yes” 
replies to this questionnaire, Mr. Malik came out 
blandly for a top-level meeting between U. S. 
and Russian officials to negotiate on all differ- 
ences and offered a pledge that Russia would 
not use the atom bomb first. 


Then he personally telephoned the Asso- 
elated Press to tell that far-flung news agen- 
ey all about it. an unprecedented action. For 
hitherte ht has been almost impossible to get 
any Russian official te comment even eon 
the time ef day or the state of the weather. 


Since Mr. Malik went through his act before 
the UN Security Council in August when he was 
its presiding officer, things have happened, and 
happened quickly—chiefly Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur's landing and advance across middle 
Korea in a pincer movement to cut off the North 
Korean Army and crush it between the two 
United Nations forces. It may be significant 
that Mr. Malik's “peace” stunt with the Mary- 
landers came just a few. hours before the cap- 
ture of Seoul was announced formally by Gen. 
MacArthur. 

Our State Department had expected some 
Russian maneuver and deduced that it was not 
far off when, at the very outset of this UN As- 
sembly session, Andrei Y. Vishinsky and his 
associates adopted a studied conciliatory attitude. 

We were prepared for it. Secretary of State 
Acheson seized the first opportunity to present

to the Assembly his bold proposal that it clothe 
itself with authority to act promptly to check any 
future aggression, and replace the UN Security 
Council, which again is impeded by the Russian 
veto. 

Coupled with this were his bristling indict- 
ment of the “new Russian imperialism” and his 
brusque challenge to the Soviets. All this was 
designed to rally the free nations of the world 
and call Russia to account. This obviously it has 
done, as shown by the greatly stepped-up arms 
program for ourselves and our allies, and now 
the bad news for Russia from Korea. 

Secretary of State Acheson now is seeking to 
enlist the free nations to counter in the UN 
Assembly Russia’s attempt to wash out her North 
Korean adventure with a quick “peaceful” set- 
tlement that would settle nothing. 

The future of Korea is to be a UN decision. 
President Trumén has adopted that attitude, and 
wisely. Our aim now is to see that Russia does 
not blithely get off the hook by restoring the 
status quo.

If one crowd won't do the job right and quickly, an- 
other crowd will. And this is true of all phases of our national life. 


Always a Substitute _T¢ "ilroads did not accept their 
responsibility of providing complete 


transportation service for the public and the bus lines moved in 
and took a heavy toll of their business. So did the air lines. The 
banks flunked their opportunities to meet the farmers’ needs in 
changing to the new agriculture and the production credit associa- 
tions got a big whack of this business. 


The fertilizer and supply dealers didn’t meet their opportunities 
and thereby made an opening for the co-operatives to become 
established. The power companies did not meet their opportuni- 
ties to provide electricity to the farm communities and to the 
farmers and the electric membership corporations took the business.

Let them do their best to ignore the new grasses and clovers, the 
fescues and ladinos, and continue to advocate outmoded annuals, 
but the farmers go right ahead and plant the newer pasture crops 
by the thousands of acres. They refuse to stand still just because 
the agronomist refuses to advance.

If he can't supply his needs from one source, 
he will supply them through another. And this is true even if 
he has to create new sources.

‘Big City Justice’ for Rural Boys 
This is the second in a series of three articles on Juvenile Courts 


Gov. Talmadge—who is paying allegiance to his rural voters through a program of improvement 
of rural hospitals, rural roads, and rural schools—is seeking to give the rural boys and girls a type 
of Justice just as good as the “big city” youths have. 


The Talmadge administration early this year 
sponsored passage in the Legislature of a bill 
creating a statewide system of Juvenile Courts. 
Twenty-three district courts would be estab- 
lished, with full-time judges and probation of- 
ficers, to give the same type special treatment 
to rural children that youths in Atlanta, Augusta, 


Macon, Savannah and other big cities have been 
receiving for several years. 

In signing the bill and announcing he would 
ask the 1951 General Assembly to finance it, 
Gov. Talmadge hailed it as one of the most pro- 
gressive steps ever taken by a State administra- 
tion in history. Only four other States in the 
Union have statewide networks of children’s 
courts, 


Georgia, whose first juvenile court law was 
passed in 1915, still has 124 counties without 


any form of juvenile court—and 149 counties 
without probation service for children. 

Full-time Juvenile Courts are in operation in 
Fulton, Richmond, Bibb, Chatham, Muscogee, 
Glynn, Whitfield, Dougherty, Hall, DeKalb and 
Floyd Counties. 

There are “specially designated Juvenile 
Court judges” (men ‘who serve part-time and 
some without pay) in Chattooga, Carroll, Troup, 
Cobb, Walker, Macon, Spalding, Bleckley, Walton, 
Clarke, Early, Seminole, Gwinnett, Oglethorpe, 
Emanuel, Candler, Bryan, Long, Wayne, Candler, 
Chariton, Colquitt, Thomas and Brooks Counties. 


In the other counties the adult ‘courts have 
to handle the ‘teen agers. When a kid is arrested 
in these sections, he is held in jail pending court 
action. Then, he must either serve a prison term 


or be released to go and commit another ¢rime. 
The adult courts are not equipped to give special 
attention to the problems of youth. 


It was pointed out in legislative debate 
that it would be impractical for every county 
in Georgia to establish its own Juvenile 
Court. The full-time judges wouldn't have 
sufficient work in rural counties. So the Tal- 
madge administration sponsored the idea of 
regional courts, where the Juvenile Court 
judges could have circuits like the Superior 
Court judges do. Rep. Pierre Howard, of De- 
Kalb, and Sen. Howard Overby, of Gaines- 
ville, both administration supporters, were 
authors of the bill. 


Overby and Howard pointed out that major 
benefits of the bill would be for the rural areas. 
The “big cities” already have well-organized 
Juvenile Courts of their own.

A Dish of Wheat 


Or a Three-Dollar Shot? 


A reader with extraordinary discernment inquires 
whether the vitamin B complex—group of vitamins pres- 
ent ‘in combination in various foods — particularly Bl 
(thiamine), B2 (riboflavin), niacin (nicotinic acid, anti- 
pellagra vitamin)—taken in concentrated form such as 
tablet, capsule, syrup or “shots,” is more efficacious than 
a fair daily ration of plain wheat or wheat germ. 


A unit, microgram, milligram 
or fraction of a grain of thia- 
mine, for instance, has the same 
value to maintain good nutrition 
or to prevent nutritional defi- 
ciency manifestations or to cor- 
rect them, whether it is taken as 
plain wheat, wheat germ, or in 
concentrate such as tablet, cap- 
sule, syrup or “shots.” 


From a-single capsule, tablet, 
tablespoonful of syrup taken by 
mouth, .or an intramuscylar or 
subcutaneous injection admin- 
istered by the office girl dressed 
like a nurse one gets the identi- 
cal effects that one would get 
from eating two or three ounces 
of plain wheat. But who wants 
to eat wheat that has not been 
magically “processed,” refined 
and attractively packaged for 
discriminating chowderheads? 


It has been abundantly im- 
pressed upon me that a good 
many credulous customers 
whose I. Q. is evidently above 
average dote on vitamin “shots” 
when they feel the need of a 
“lift.” Believe it or not, I have 
studied this problem and I have 
experimented considerably, upon 
myself and others, in order to 
answer the question in my own 
mind beyond a shadow of a 
doubt. Of course it is merely an 
opinion—but so is the view of 
the merchant who sells you the 
“shots.” It is my considered 
judgment that any “lift” the 
customer gets from vitamin shots 
is psychological, fanciful, imagi- 
nary. Any immediate effect, that 
is, within an hour or two. There 
is no question in my mind that 
regular daily vitamin shots or 
rations by mouth over a suffi- 
cient period of time, say a term 
or semester in school or college, 
particularly thiamine (vitamin 
B) boosts both physical and 
mental vigor, vite, for the aver- 
age child or adult. But this is a 
matter of better nutrition and 
you can’t hope to improve nu- 
trition appreciably in a few 
hours. 


In rare instances it may be 
necessary or advisable to admin- 
ister this or that vitamin or com- 
bination of vitamins with min- 
erals, perhaps, by injection -un- 
der the skin, into muscle or even 
directly into a vein. It is diffi- 
cult, however, to conceive this 
artifice or expedient is war- 
ranted if the patient is still able 
to take nourishment in the na- 
tural way. That all known vita- 
mins serve their specific pur- 
poses in the natural way is 
proved by the fact that healthy 
people get theirs only in the na- 
— food they eat from day to 

ay.
